Ti: English Oak is the highlight of 


the 1987 British proof set struck by 


| the British Royal Mint. 


Featured upon the reverse of the 
1987 one-pound coin, the Oak is the 


last in the series of five designs since ~ 


the introduction of Britain’s first one- 
pound coin issued in April 1983. 

The first design by Eric Sewell de- 
picted the Royal Coat of Arms rep- 
resenting the United Kingdom. 

Four regional variants followed: the 
Scottish Thistle (1984), the Welsh Leek 
(1985), the Flax Plant of Northern 
Ireland (1986) and now the Oak. All 
four floral designs were created by 
silversmith Leslie Durbin. 

The oak was picked because of its 
role in British history and legend, often 
being used, in the manner of the bull- 
Are _2* tf ‘pence, “depicting pan f the 
Crest of England, a lion passant guard- 
ant royally crowned. 

— 5 pence depicting the Badge o 
Scotland, a thistle royally crowned. 

All four coins are struck in cup 
nickel. 

The remaining two coins are struc 


| in bronze. 


The 2 pence bears the badge of th 
Prince of Wales with the motto “Ic 
Dien” (I serve). 

The | penny features the portcullis 
(a heavy iron grating lowered between 
grooves to bar the gateway of a castle 
or fortified town) and chains royally 
crowned, which is an adaptation of a 
badge of Henry VII. 

The !-pound coin bears the edge 
inscnption: Decus et Tutamen (An 
ornament and safeguard). 


The 1987 British proof set is struck 
in an authorized mintage of 125,000. 

The set is available (in leather case) 
at $39.75 and $29.75 (in imitation | 
leather). 

If money is tight or you just want 
what might be called a starter-set of 
British coins, you can get the same 
coins that appear in the proof version 
in uncirculated condition for $8.95.
